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Special Civil Air Regulation; Provi­
sional Certification and Operation 
of Aircraft 

S p e c i a l C i v i l A i r R e g u l a t i o n No. 8 R -
425A w a s adopted o n J u l y 22, 1958, to 
prqvide for p r o v i s i o n a l c e r t i f i c a t i o n of 

t u r b i n e - p o w e r e d t r a n s p o r t category a i r ­
p lanes i n order to p e r m i t c e r t a i n a i r c a r ­
r i e r s a n d m a n u f a c t u r e r s to c o n d u c t c r e w 
t r a i n i n g , service tes t ing , a n d s i m u l a t e d 
a i r c a r r i e r operat ions pr ior to i n t r o d u c ­
t i o n of t h e a i r p l a n e s into c o m m e r c i a l 
service . T h e objective of t h i s r e g u l a t i o n 
w a s to provide a m e a n s w h e r e b y the a i r 
c a r r i e r s a n d m a n u f a c t u r e r s c o u l d o b t a i n 
a s m u c h exper ience a s possible w i t h t u r ­
b i n e - p o w e r e d a i r p l a n e s w h i c h , a l t h o u g h 
safe for flight, h a d n o t been approved for 
t h e i s s u a n c e of a type cert i f icate . 

S p e c i a l C i v i l A i r R e g u l a t i o n No. S R -
425B, w h i c h superseded S R - 4 2 5 A , w a s 
adopted on A p r i l 7, I960, to extend t h e 
a p p l i c a t i o n of t h e r e g u l a t i o n t o : (1) 
P i s t o n - e n g i n e t r a n s p o r t c a t e g o r y a i r ­
c r a f t , i n c l u d i n g r o t o r c r a f t ; a n d (2) 
p e r s o n a l a n d executive type a i r c r a f t , 
i n c l u d i n g r o t o r c r a f t , i rrespect ive of p o w -
e r p l a n t type. I n a d d i t i o n , t h i s r e g u l a t i o n 
p e r m i t t e d operat ions s u c h a s sales d e m ­
o n s t r a t i o n s a n d m a r k e t surveys w i t h 
a i r c r a f t h a v i n g a p r o v i s i o n a l type a n d 
a i r w o r t h i n e s s certi f icate . 

T o a c c o m p l i s h t h i s , S R - 4 2 5 B provided 
for, a m o n g o t h e r t h i n g s , t h e i s s u a n c e of 
two c lasses of p r o v i s i o n a l type a n d a i r ­
w o r t h i n e s s cert i f icates . C l a s s I p r o v i ­
s i o n a l a n d a i r w o r t h i n e s s cert i f icates 
c o u l d be i ssued for a l l types of a i r ­
c r a f t for o p e r a t i o n by t h e a i r ­
c r a f t m a n u f a c t u r e r . C l a s s I I p r o v i s i o n a l 
t y p e a n d a i r w o r t h i n e s s cert i f icates 
c o u l d be i ssued only for t r a n s p o r t c a t e ­
gory a i r c r a f t , b u t these a i r c r a f t c o u l d be 
operated by e i ther t h e a i r c r a f t m a n u f a c ­
t u r e r or a cert i f icated a i r c a r r i e r . I n 
g e n e r a l , t h e r e q u i r e m e n t s for t h e i s s u ­
a n c e of C l a s s I p r o v i s i o n a l cert i f icates 
were less s t r i n g e n t , a n d t h e o p e r a t i n g 
l i m i t a t i o n s less conf ining , t h a n those for 
t h e i s s u a n c e of C l a s s n p r o v i s i o n a l c e r ­
t i f icates . 

U n d e r t h e provis ions of S R - 4 2 5 B , 
however , e l igibi l i ty to apply for C l a s s I 
p r o v i s i o n a l cert i f icates w a s l i m i t e d to 
a i r c r a f t m a n u f a c t u r e r s . A r e c o m m e n ­
d a t i o n t h a t t h i s el igibi l i ty be e x t e n d e d 
to i n c l u d e engine m a n u f a c t u r e r s h a d 
been e v a l u a t e d by t h e A g e n c y p r i o r to 
t h e a d o p t i o n of S R - 4 2 5 B , b u t r u l e 
m a k i n g a c t i o n o n s u c h e x t e n s i o n w a s 
d e f e r r e d u n t i l a d d i t i o n a l experience w i t h 
p r o v i s i o n a l cert i f icat ion c o u l d be a c ­
quired . 

E x p e r i e n c e a c c u m u l a t e d s ince t h e 
adopt ion of S R - 4 2 5 B h a s i n d i c a t e d t h a t 
n, w o u l d be p r a c t i c a b l e for engine m a n u ­
f a c t u r e r s , w h o h a v e a l tered a type c e r ­
t i f icated a i r c r a f t by i n s t a l l i n g type c e r ­
t i f icated engines of t h e i r o w n m a n u f a c ­
t u r e i n p lace of t h e o r i g i n a l engines , to 
s h o w c o m p l i a n c e w i t h t h e c u r r e n t l y 
effective r e q u i r e m e n t s for i s s u a n c e of 
C l a s s I p r o v i s i o n a l type a n d p r o v i s i o n a l 
a i r w o r t h i n e s s cert i f icates ; a n d t h a t c o m ­
p l i a n c e w i t h these r e q u i r e m e n t s w i l l i n ­
s u r e safe operat ion of p r o v i s i o n a l l y 
cert i f icated a i r c r a f t b y s u c h e n g i n e 
m a n u f a c t u r e r s . F u r t h e r , t h e A g e n c y b e ­
lieves t h a t operat ions c o n d u c t e d by 
engine m a n u f a c t u r e r s u n d e r the t e r m s 
of>'Class I p r o v i s i o n a l cert i f icates , for t h e 
purpose of sales demonstrat ions , m a r k e t 
surveys , a n d other s i m i l a r act iv i t ies r e ­
l a t e d to the sa le of t h e i r engines , would 
contr ibute to t h e p r o m o t i o n a n d d e ­
ve lopment of c i v i l a e r o n a u t i c s i n t h e 
U n i t e d S t a t e s . 

S R - 4 2 5 B is therefore being superseded 
by S R - 4 2 5 C to p e r m i t c e r t a i n engine 
m a n u f a c t u r e r s to a p p l y for C l a s s I p r o ­
v i s i o n a l type a n d provis ional a i r w o r t h i ­
n e s s certi f icates i f t h e y h a v e appl ied for 
t h e i s s u a n c e of a s u p p l e m e n t a l type c e r ­
tif icate. 

S i n c e t h i s is a superseding r e g u l a t i o n 
w h i c h relieves res tr ic t ions a n d imposes 
no a d d i t i o n a l b u r d e n o n a n y p e r s o n , 
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n o t i c e a n d publ ic procedures h e r e o n a r e 
u n n e c e s s a r y , a n d this regulat ion m a y be 
made e S e c t i v e on less t h a n 30 days* 
notice. 

i n considerat ion of the foregoing, the 
following S p e c i a l C i v i l A i r R e g u l a t i o n 
is adopted to become effective J u n e 6, 
1961: 

G E S E E A L 

1 Applicability. Contrary provisions of 
the Civil Air Regulations notwithstanding, 
provisional type and airworthiness certifi­
cates, amendments to provisional type cer­
tificates, and provisional amendments to 
type certificates, will be Issued as prescribed 
in this regulation to a manufacturer ox an 
air carrier. As used In this regulation, a 
manufacturer shall mean only a manufac­
turer who LB a citizen of the United States; 
and the term air carrier shall not include 
an air t a i l operator. 

2. Eligibility. 
ia) A manufacturer of aircraft manufac­

tured by h i m within the United States mas-
apply for Class I or Class I I provisional type 
and provisional airworthiness certificates., 
far amendments to provisional type certifi­
cates held by h i m , and for provisional 
amendments to type certificates held by him 

(b> An air carrier holding an air carrier 
operating certificate a u t h o r i n g him to con­
duct operations under Parts 40. 41. 42, or 
46 of the Civil Air Regulations may apply for 
Class n provisional airworthiness certifi­
cates for transport category aircraft which 
meet the conditions of either subparagraphs 
(1) or <2) of this paragraph. 

(1) The aircraft has a currently valid 
Class n provisional type certificate or an 
amendment thereto; 

|2> The aircraft has a currently valid 
provisional amendment to a type certificate 
which was preceded by a corresponding Class 
n provisional type certificate. 

(c) An engine manufacturer who has a l ­
tered, a type certificated aircraft by installing 
different type certificated engines, manufac­
tured by him within the United States, in 
place of the original engines, may apply for 
Class I provisional type and provisional air ­
worthiness certificates for such aircraft, and 
for amendments to Class I provisional type 
certificates held by him. If the basic aircraft, 
before alteration, was type certificated In the 
normal. uti l i ty. acrobat ic. or transport 
category. 

3- application—(a) General. Applications 
for provisional type and airworthiness certifi­
cates, for amendments to provisional type 
certificates, and for provisional amendments 
to type certificates, shall be submitted to the 
Chief, Flight Standards Division. PAA. of the 
Regional Office In which the manufacturer 
or air carrier ls located and shall be accom­
panied by the pertinent information specified 
in this regulation, 

4. Dwation. Unless sooner surrendered, 
superseded, revoked, or otherwise terminated. 

certificates • and amendments thereto, shall 
have periods of duration In accordance with 
paragraphs Mai through (f) of this section. 

(a) A Class I provisional type certificate 
shall remain in effect for 24 months after the 
date of Its issuance or until the date of Is­
suance of the corresponding type or supple­
mental type certificate, whichever occurs 
nrst-

(b) A Class I provisional type certificate 
shall expire Immediately upon Issuance of a 
Class TI provisional type certificate for a ir ­
craft of the same type design. 

\c\ A Class Et provisional type certificate 
shall remain in effect for 6 months after the 
date of its Issuance or 60 days after the date 
of Issuance of the corresponding type certifi­
cate, whichever occurs first. 

(d) A n amendment to a Class I or a Class 
I I provisional type certificate shall remain 
to effect for the duration of the correspond­
ing provisional type certificate. 

(e) A provisional amendment to a type 
certificate shall remain tn effect for 6 months 
after its approval or until the amendment 
tf> the type certificate is approved, w h i c h ­
ever occurs first-

(f) Provisional airworthiness certificates 
shall retrialn In effect for the duration of the 
corresponding provisional type certificate, 
amendment to a provisional type certificate, 
or a provisional amendment to the type cer­
tificate. 

5. Transferability of certificates. Certifi­
cates issued pursuant to this regulation are 
cot transferable except that a Class H pro­
visional airworthiness certificate may be 
transferred to an air carrier eligible to apply 
for such certificate under section 2 of this 
regulation. 

6. Display of certificates and markings. A 
provisional airworthiness certificate shall he 
prominently displayed in the aircraft for 
which it Is issued. The words "Provisional 
Airworthiness" shall be painted in letters not 
less than 2 inches high on the exterior of such 
aircraft adjacent to each entrance to the 
cabin and cockpit of the aircraft. 

REQgTS EM EN TS FOB ISSUANCE, 
1. Class I provisional type certificates. A 

C a s s I provisional type certificate and 
amendments thereto will be Issued for a par­
ticular type design when the eligible aircraft 
or engine manufacturer shows compliance 
with the provisions of paragraph (a) through 
i t ) of this section, and an authorized rep­
resentative of the Administrator finds, on the 
basis of Information submitted to him by 
the manufacturer in compliance with the 
provisions of this section and of other rele­
vant Information, that there is no feature, 
characteristic, or condition which would 
rrr.fie: the alrcralt unsafe when operated in 
accordance with the limitations established 
in paragraph fd) of this section and in sec­
tion 13 of this regulation. 

(a) The manufacturer has applied for the 
issuance of a type or supplemental type cer­
tificate for the aircraft. 

(b) The manufacturer certifies that the 
aircraft has met the provisions of subpara­
graphs (1) through (S) of this paragraph. 

(1) The aircraft has been designed and 
constructed in accordance with the a i r ­
worthiness requirements applicable to the 
issuance of the type or supplemental type 
certificate lor the aircraft; 

(2) The aircraft substantially complies 
with the applicable flight characteristics re­
quirements for the type or supplemental type 
certificate; 

(3) The aircraft can be operated safely 
under the appropriate operating limitations 
specified In this regulation. 

(c) The marjufacturer has submitted a r e ­
port showing that the aircraft had been 
flown i n all maneuvers necessary to show 
compliance with the flight requirements for 
the issuance of the type or supplemental 
type certificate and to establish that the a ir ­
craft can be operated safely In accordance 
with the limitations specified In this 
regulation. 

(d* The manufacturer has established 
limitations with respect to weights, speeds, 
flight maneuvers, loading, operation of con­
trols and equipment, and all other relevant 
factors. The limitations shall include all the 
limitations required for the Issuance of a 
type or supplemental type certificate for the 
aircraft: Provided, T h a t , where such l imita ­
tions have not been established, appropriate 
restrictions on the operation of the aircraft 
shall he established. 

(e) The manufacturer has established an 
inspection and.maintenance program for the 
continued airworthiness of the aircraft. 

(f> A prototype aircraft has been flown by 
the manufacturer for at least 50 hours pur­
suant to the authority of an experimental 
certificate issued under Part 1 of the Civi l 
Air Regulations or under the auspices of a 
United States military service: Provided, 
That the number of flight hours may be r e ­
duced by the authorized representatlva j j f 
the Administrator In the case of an amend­
ment to a provisional type certificate. 

8- Class i provisional ainoorthiness certi ­
ficates. Except as provided In section 12 of 
this regulation, a Class I provisional a ir ­
worthiness certificate wiU be issued for an 
aircraft, for which a Class I provisional type 
certificate is in effect, when the eligible 
aircraft or engine manufacturer shows com­
pliance with the provisions of paragraphs <a> 
through (d) of this section, and an author­
ized representative of the Administrator finds 
that there is no feature, characteristic, or 
condition of the aircraft which would render 
the aircraft unsafe when operated in accord­
ance with the limitations established In 
sections 7(d) and 13 of this regulation. 

(a> The manufacturer is the holder of the 
provisional type certificate for the aircraft. 
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|b) The manufacturer submits a state-
merit that the aircraft conforms to the type 
design corresponding with the provisional 
type certificate and has been found by h i m 
to be in safe operating condition under the 
applicable limitations. 

(c) The aircraft has been flown at least 
5 hours by the manufacturer. 

(d) The aircraft has been supplied with 
a provisional aircraft flight manual or other 
document and appropriate placards contain­
ing the limitations required by sections 7(d} 
nnti 13 of this regulation. 

y. Class U provisional type certificates. A 
Class I I provisional type certificate and 
amendments thereto will be Issued for a 
particular transport category type design 
when the manufacturer of the aircraft shows 
compliance with the provisions of paragraphs 
(a) through (h) of this section, and an a u ­
thorized representative of the Administrator 
finds, on the basis of Information submitted 
to him by the manufacturer In compliance 
with the provisions of this section and of 
other relevant information, that there Is no 
feature, characteristic, or condition which 
would render the aircraft unsafe when op­
erated In accordance with the limitations 
established in paragraph (f) of this section 
and in sections 13 and 14 of this regulation. 

(a) The manufacturer has applied for the 
issuance ol a transport category type certi ­
ficate for the aircraft. 

(b) The manufacturer holds a type certifi­
cate and a currently effective production 
certificate for at least one other aircraft in 
the same transport category as the subject 
aircraft. 

(c) The Agency's official flight test pro­
gram with respect to the issuance of a type 
certificate for the aircraft is in progress. 

(d) The manufacturer certifies that the 
aircraft has met the provisions of subpara­
graphs ( I ) through (3) of this paragraph. 

(1) The aircraft has been designed and 
constructed i n accordance with the air­
worthiness requirements applicable to the 
Issuance of the type certificate for the air­
craft;' 

(2) The aircraft substantially complies 
with the applicable night characteristics 
requirements for the type certificate; 

(3) The aircraft can be operated safely 
under the appropriate operating limitations 
specified in this regulation. 

(e) The manufacturer has submitted a 
report showing that the aircraft had been 
flown in al 1 maneuvers neceBSary to show 
compliance with the flight requirements for 
the Issuance of the type certificate and to 
establish that the aircraft can be operated 
safely in accordance with the limitations 
specified i n this regulation. 

it) The manufacturer has prepared a pro­
visional aircraft flight manual which i n ­
cludes limitations with respect to weights, 
speeds, flight maneuvers, loading, operation 
of controls and equipment, and all other 

relevant factors. Tbe limitations shall i n ­
clude aU the limitations required for the 
issuance of a type certificate for the air ­
craft: Provided, That , where such limitations 
have not been established, the provisional 
flight manual shall contain appropriate re ­
strictions on the operation of the aircraft. 

(g) The manufacturer has established an 
inspection and maintenance program for 
the continued airworthiness of the aircraft. 

(h) A prototype aircraft has been flown 
by the manufacturer for at least 100 hours 
pursuant to the authority of either an ex­
perimental certificate Issued under Part 1 
of the Civi l Air Regulations or a Class I provi­
sional airworthiness certificate: Provided, 
T h a t the number of flight hours may be re­
duced toy the authorized representative of 
the Administrator i n the case of an amend­
ment to a provisional type certificate. 

10. Class I I provisional airworthiness 
certificates. Except as provided i n section 
12 of this regulation, a Class I I provisional 
airworthiness certificate will be issued for 
an aircraft, for which a Class H provisional 
type certificate is in effect, when tht appli­
cant shows compliance with the provisions 
of paragraphs (u> through (e) of this sec­
tion, and an authorized representative of the 
Administrator finds that there is no feature, 
characteristic, or condition of the aircraft 
which would render the aircraft unsafe when 
operated in accordance with the limitations 
established i n sections fi{f), 13, and 14 of 
this regulation. 

(a) The applicant submits evidence that a 
Class I I provisional type certificate for the 
aircraft has been issued to the manufacturer, 

(b) The applicant submits a statement by 
the manufacturer that the aircraft has been 
manufactured under a quality control system 
adequate to ensure that the aircraft con­
forms to the type design corresponding with 
the provisional type certificate. 

(c) The applicant submits a statement 
that the aircraft has been found by h i m to 
be In a safe operating condition under the 
applicable limitations. 

(d) The applicant submits a statement 
that the aircraft has been flown at least 5 
hours by the manufacturer. 

(e) The aircraft has been supplied with a 
provisional aircraft flight manual containing 
the limitations required by sections 9(f) , 13, 
and 14 of this regulation. 

11. Provisional' amendments to type cer­
tificate. A provisional amendment to a type 
certificate will be approved when the m a n u ­
facturer of the type certificated aircraft 
shows compliance with the provisions of 
paragraphs (a) through (g> of this section, 
and an authorized representative of the Ad­
ministrator finds, on the basis of informa­
tion submitted to h i m by the manufacturer 
in compliance with the provisions of this 
section and of other relevant information, 
that there is no feature, characteristic or 
condition which would render the aircraft 
unsafe when operated in accordance with the 

limitations established i n paragraph (e) of 
this section, and section 13 and, If applicable, 
section 14 of this regulation. 

(a) The manufacturer has applied for an 
amendment to the type certificate. 

(b) The Agency's official flight test pro­
gram with respect to the amendment of the 
type certificate is In progress. 

(c) The manufacturer certifies that the 
aircraft has met the provisions of subpara­
graphs U ) through (3) of this paragraph. 

(1) The modification involved i n the 
amendment to the type certificate has been 
designed and constructed in accordance with 
the airworthiness requirements applicable to 
the issuance of the type certificate for the 
aircraft; 

(2) The aircraft substantially complies 
with the applicable flight characteristics r e ­
quirements for the type certificate; 

(3> The aircraft can be operated safely 
under the appropriate operating limitations 
specified i n this regulation. 

(d) The manufacturer has submitted a 
report showing that the aircraft incorporat­
ing the modifications involved had been 
flown In all maneuvers necessary to show 
compliance with the flight requirements a p ­
plicable to these modifications and to es­
tablish that the aircraft can be operated 
safely In accordance with the limitations 
specified i n this regulation. 

(e) The manufacturer has established, i n 
a provisional aircraft flight manual or other 
document and appropriate placards, l imita ­
tions with respect to weights, speeds, flight 
maneuvers, loading, operation of controls and 
equipment, and all other relevant factors. 
The limitations shall Include all the l imita ­
tions required for the issuance of a type 
certificate for the aircraft: Provided, T h a t 
where euch limitations have not been estab­
lished, appropriate restrictions on the op­
eration of the aircraft shall be established. 

(f) The manufacturer has established an 
inspection and maintenance program lor the 
continued airworthiness of the aircraft. 

(gj An aircraft modified in accordance 
with the corresponding amendment to the 
type certificate has been flown by the m a n ­
ufacturer for the number of hours found nec ­
essary by the authorized representative of 
the Administrator, such flights having been 
conducted pursuant to the authority of an 
experimental certificate issued under Part I 
of the Civi l Air Regulations. 

12. Provisional airworthiness certificates 
corresponding -with provisional amendment 
to type certificate. A Class I or a Class I I 
provisional airworthiness certificate, as speci­
fied in section 2 of this regulation, wil l be 
issued for an aircraft, for which a provisional 
amendment to the type certificate has been 
issued, when the applicant shows compli­
ance with the provisions of paragraphs (a) 
tnrough (ej of this section, and an author­
ized representative of the. Administrator
